Wasnineton, D. C., July 22.— [Special. 
Not until September will the vexed question 
of the beer awards at the World’s Fair be 
settled, for an order has been issued in the 
District Court here extending to Sept. 25 the 
temporary injunction previously granted 
against the Bureau of Awards.

Management of the Columbian LExpo- 
sion were quoted to substantiate this 
decision. Consequently the matter was taken 
into the District Court here before Judge 
Hagner, who granted a temporary injunction 
to prevent the Awards committee. from issu- 
ing a decree pending a settlement of the case. 
Now, however, the counsel for the defendants 
have come into court and requested further 
time for acquiring necessary information re- 
lating to the suit against them, and yesterday 
Judge Hagner granted the request for this 
extension. It is claimed in behalf of the An- 
heuser-Busch Association that after the 
awards had been made in the case the figures 
were changed so as to deprive them of the 
benefit and premiums which rightly belonged 
to them; according to their exhibit made at 
Chicago last year.

One of the first dey ents to re- 
spond tothe call in this direction is that 
branch of the service of which Secretary La- 
montis the head. Agsistant-Secretary Doe 
in a recent communication to Congress on 
this subject reported an accumulation of 
files of papers which are not needed or use- 
ful in the transaction of the current business 
of the War Department.“ Among the docu- 
ments on file in the office of the dudge Advo. 
cate-General are petitions for clemency in the 
ease of Sergt. John A. Mason, Second Artil- 
lery, tried in 1882 for attempt: to kill 
Charles J. Guiteau, the assassin of President 
Garfield. Judge Advocate-Gencral Lieber, in

It takes twenty-six metropolitan policemen, 
two of whom are Sergeants and twenty-four 
patrolmen, to guard the White House and the 
grounds surrounding it. These patrolmen 
are divided into reliefs of eight men each, 
and there is little or no chance for soldiering 
during duty, since itis necessary for police- 
men outside of the Executive Mansion at 
night to turn in an alarm every fifteen min- 
utes, an indicator for that purpose being 
placed at the foot of the stairway leading up 
to the President’s office, In the day time, or 
the watch between 8 o’clock in the forenoon 
and 4 o'clock in the afternoon, the officers on 
duty at the White House are under the charge 
of Capt. Dexter, who was formerly a Sheriff in 
Michigan, and is a tall, well-built, able. 
bodied specimen of mantiood. Most of the 
men who are under his command have been 
either in the navy or the army of the United 
States, and they have been selected from the 
police force of the District of Columbia be- 
cause of their physical qualifications. There 
is not a policemen of the twenty-six detailed 
for duty at che White House who could not. 
figuratively speaking, whip his weight in wild- 
cats, and a wrestle with a crank would be 
hailed aga relief from the tedious monotony 
of patrol duty. Sergeant Charles C. Myers, 
who succeeds Capi. Dexter of the watch from 
4 o'clock p. m. to midnight, has seen service 
as a Washington policeman for a score of 
years, and prior to this duty he was in the 
artillery arm of the service, having put in 
more than three years during war.

RAVAGES OF THE PLAGUE IN CHINA, 


Warning to the United States Authorities 
to Take Precautions. 

Wasmtyeron, D. C., July 22.—Recognizing 
the difficulties in the way of obtaining accu- 
rate information upon sanitary matters from 
Oriental countries Dr. Stuart Eldridge, 
the health officer at the Port of 
Yokohama, ind member of the Imperial 
Board of Health of Tokio, has sent to the 
Marine Hospital Bureau a semi-official state- 
ment of the epidemic of plague in Southern 
China. It appears from his report that this 
scourge, of which only fragmentary news has 
been received, is one of the most fearful on 
record, having its greatest hold at the port of 
Hongkong, where most of the — com- 
merce touches, The disease broke out 
in Canton late last February and about the 
same time was epidemic at Pakhoi,a port not 
often visited by Europeans. Durmg March 
and April it steadily increased until it 
assumed fearful proportions. 

According to the letter of Dr. Eldridge the 
Eastern authorities treated the disease with 
their ordinary indifference, Although Hong- 
kong is the center of trade in 
the East. but half a day's jour- 
ney from Canton and in constant 
communication. therewith. the existence 
of danger was ignored, Several cases ap- 
peared in Hongkong during the first days of 
May, but not until the 10th of that month 
was any official action taken, It has steadily 
increased in that place until the mortality has 
reached 100 a day, despite tne exodus 
of 100,000 Chinese and mahy Europeans. 
The natives in most cases have left on feeling 
the first symptoms of the disease, in the hope 
of dying in their native villages, while a 
dozen ropeans have been attacked and 
most of them have died, 


From Canton and Mongkong the disease | 


is spreading through the neighboring country 
and will probably soon appear in the coast 
towns of China north of Hongkong, be- 
cause from the cfrelessness in 
these ports no affective quaran- 
tine is likely to be established. 
Several cases have already occurred on steam- 
ers trading from Hongkong to Chinese ports, 
but without serious consequences, on avcount 
of prompt action by the ships’ surgeons. A 
quarantine system has been put in operation 
in Japan, holding@whivs from the infected dis- 
trict nine days after arrival, or after the last 
case hus abated, and but one infected ship has 
reached Japan. 7 
“If may presume to advise says Dr. 
Eldridge, I would say that the most strin- 
yr measures should to taken to protect the 
nited States, particularly as regards certain 
Classes of goods from China likely 
infection—rags, old 
Ste.; and also sueh manufact- 
ured. articles as are made in the 
native workshops, with perhaps a case of 
plague dyimg in the same room; such things 
are straw matting, embroideries, and every 
sort of textile fabric. Solongas the disease 
is kept out of Japan so long will this country 
be the best bulwurk for the United States 
aguinst the importation of the disease.”’ f 


HILL BERATES THE GORMAN CLIQUE, 


David Indulges in Sharp Talk Touching 
the Conservative Compromisers. 

Wasnineton, D. C., July 22.— [Special. 
In an interview today Senator Hill gave free 
expression to his views as follows: 

The present tariff imbroglio demonstrates the 
desfrability of two things. First, that United 
States Senators should hereafter be elected by 
the people of the respective States instead of by 
Stete Legislatures; second, that the Sen- 
ate rules should so amended so as to 
facilitate transaction of public business, Sen- 
ators elected for the long term of six years, not 
directly by the people, but through the instru- 
mentality of the members of State Legis- 
latures, naturally become indifferent to pop- 
niar opinion where it conflicts with their own. 
Look at the political situation at this time. A 
Democratic Senate declines to carry out the 
platform on which the Democratic party obtained 
power by refusing to place such raw materials as 
coal and iron ore upon the free list.

It Refuses Its Oficial Recognition, Still 
Clinging to the Bedraggled Skirts of 
Queen LijeEmissaries of the Latter 


0 CO., July 22.— [Special. — 
According to the latest advices received by 
the Hawaiian tion in this city England is 
the only one of great powers to refuse 
recognition of the efforte of the Hawaiians 
to replace a tinselléd crown with the star of a 
republic. This, too, in the face of the fact 
that prominent Royglists like Wilcox have 
come to an understanding of the inevitable, 
and announce a willingness to fall in line and 
help build a stable government on the isiands. 

Inasmuch as the election for Senators and 
Representatives is to be held Sept. 5, 1894, 
political affairs are beginning to bubble auite 
violently down in the eight islands com prising 
the Hawaiian Republic. A telegram re- 
ceived from San Francisco today by Charge 
d’ Affaires Hastings réads as follows: 

Long live the Republic of Hawaii, The 
new republic was welcomed with cheers and 
the crashing of hundreds of cannon, Cum- 
mins, Parker, and Wideman are en route to 
Washington to get an official answer to the 
protest of the Queen — the recognition 
of the republic by the United States. Peace 
reigns at Honolulu.“ 

Ait strikes me,” remarked Mr. Hastings“ 
„that the Commiasioners of the Queen are 
about six months late in presenting their case. 
They should have been in Washington lo 

ago and made their plea before the Unit 

States Senate Investigating committee. That 
was an impartial body, ana their cause would 
not have been hurt in the least by being sub- 
mitted to such a tribunal. Now, however, 
when the Republic of Hawaii is an accom- 
plished fact these ex-Ministers of the Queen 
announce their intention of visiting the Capi- 
tal of the United States to protest to Presi- 
dent Cleveland against something that 
was practically aceomplished Jan. 17. 
1893. Wheels of republics never go back- 
ward, and this will be found true in the case 
of Hawaii. Personally the gentlemen com- 
age the commission now of its way to 

‘ashington are neighbors and companions of 
mine at Honolulu, and when they reacn here 
I shall extend them any civilities or courte. 
sies in keeping with my position; but, to save 
me, I cannot see what earthly good they ex- 
pect to accomplish from such ah errand as 
they have been started upon. 

As far as I can learn they propose to make 
advances to the goverament of the United 
States for something which has not been 
denied them by the Hawaiian Government, 
But this all arose from the policy of non- 
recognition of the provisional goverment set 
on foot by the Queen and her advisers, and 
now they are beginning to reap the results of 


such a foolish course, Communications from 


Honolulu inform me that prominent Royal- 
ists do not hesitate to proclaim in the streets 
and public resorts that they are willing to 
strike hands with the promoters of the 
new government and 
every possible point. There is no 
longer any question concerning recog- 
nition by foreign governments, save in 
the case of England and the representative of 
that power déciared that he did not want to 
take the responsibility for such action and 
would in consequence refer it to the Home 
Office fora decision. Japan's Minister is 
especially satisfied with the course of events, 
despite the fact that natives of that country 
are prohibited from voting under the new 
Constitution, but that is nothing more than is 
exacted against all foreigners. é.

FOR REORGANIZATION OF BHE NAVY, 


The Special Committee Completes Its Work 
on the Staff and Line. 

Wasumdrox, D. C., July 22.—The special 
committee of Congress made up,of three 
Senators and three Representatives created 
for the purpose of framinga systematic re- 
organization of the personnel of the navy has 
completed its work on the staff and line re- 
organization of the navy and of the marine 
corps. It remains only to reorganize the en- 
listed branch of the service, This branch of 
the work will be completed Monday, so that 
the entire scheme of naval reorganization 
will be reported to Congress this week. In 
the reorganization of the staff and line it is 
provided that there shall be eight military 
corps designated as follows: 

Corps of the line, medical pay corps, engi- 
neer corps, naval constructors, naval cadets, 
enlisted men. 

The list of commissioned line officers is di- 
vided into seven grades with the following 
limits; 

Sixteen Rear Admirals, six Captains, 100 
Commanders, seventy-four Lieutenant-Com- 
manders, 250 Lieutenante, 750 Lieutenants 
of junior grade; ensigns sufficient to main- 
tain the total active list. The grade cf Com- 


modore on the active list of the navy is abol- } 


ished and officers in thgt grade now on the 
active list shall be commissioned Rear Ad- 
mirals. 

No increase is made in any of the corps, 
The status of each is fully defined and a con- 
tention of many years as to relative rank be- 


tween staff and line officers is remedied. The 


pay of staff officers is reduced to make it 
et to that of line officers of the same 
rank. 

One of the most important features is the 
creation of a reserve list to overcome the 
present congestion of the line. The reserve 
list is limited to 100, and is made up 
by taking from the most congested 
branch of the service. Those entitled to 
enter the list must have entered the service 
between the years of 1861 and 1867, in- 
clusive. This reserve does not increase 
the number of officers, the purpose being to 
assign officers to this list to work now per- 
formed by officers on active shore service. It 
if provided that Rear Admirals shall be ap- 
8 by the President from the list of 
‘aptains and shall be confirmed by the 
Senate. ; 


CALAMITY HOWL FROM GEN, WARNER. 


Rails About the Gold Standard and Calls 
Another Free Silver Meeting. 


Wasnisetos, D. C., July 22.—Gen. A. J. 


Warner, President of the American Bimetal- 
lic League, has issued the following address: 

„The country has now had a year’s expe- 
rience under the gold standard policy since 
the acts of 1893 closing the mints of India 
and the stoppage of the coinage of silver in 
the United States. The results of this expe- 
rience are manifest on every hand in the busi- 
ness depression of the country, in 
labor strikes, and in the general 
discontent that everywhere prevails, 
Congress will soon complete its work, and the 
general situation and the prospects before the 
country will then be fully disclosed. Some 
State elections, involving the election of 
United State Senators, have already been en- 
tered upon, and the campaign for the election 
of members of the House of Fifty-fourth 
Congress will soon begin.’ 

In view of these conditions the Executive 
committee of the American Bimetallic 
League has thought it advisable to call 
a conference of those who believe that no pet- 
manent improvement in the condition of the 
country can be hoped for as long as the pres- 
ent gold standard policy is pursued, and who 
favor the immediate restoration of the bi- 
metallic standard in the United States, with 
the free coinage of both gold and silver at the 
ratioof 16 to 1, to beheld at Washington

WOOL HARVEST NOW ON IN MONTANA. 


Five Million Pounds Will Be Marketed in 
Great Falls. 

Great Faris, Mont., July 21.—[Special 
Correspondence. ]—The wool season is now at 
its height and the roads leading to this city 
see daily long lines of freight wagons loaded 
high with sacks of wool. At the warehouse 
they line up waiting from thirty minutes to 
three hours their turn to discharge their clips. 
Up to date about 3,000,000 pounds have 
been received and 2,500,000 more are ex- 
pected before shipment closes. Last year the 
shipment reached 3,250,000 pounds, approxi- 
mateiy,and the comparison of this season’s clip 
with lastis very gratifying. Most of the pres- 
ent receipt has been sold at prices ranging 
between 94¢ and 11 cents, and prices seem 
to have been growing firmer of late. The 
wool-growers are all feeling well and expect 
to pull out in good shape this ‘season, despite 
the ruling prices of wooland mutton. They 
consider this year’s market better than last, 
although prices are about 
the reason that while 
they consigned their 
an advance, with a 
a cent later, thie season they are selling their 
wool me ho for cash. A Chicago firm (C. 
C. Rice & Co.) has a baling. press which re- 
duces bulk (and consequently freight rates)“ 
by one-third. More buyers are present than 
ever before and the sales are made more 
quickly at better prices. Great Falls has 
boasted of being the greatest initial wool mar- 
ket in America and this year’s receipts con- 
firm the claim. No sales are reported from 
Billings or Big Timber, Montana points 
which usually compete with Great Falls, but 
which are shut out this year by the strike, and 
only 200,000 pounds are reported as re- 
ceived at Fort Benton. 


ADVANCES THE PHOTOGRAPHERS’ ART. 


Lorin E. Miller Invents an Apparatus for 
Taking Pictures Instantaneously. 
Arazizance, O., July 21.—[Special Corres- 
pondence. ]—Lorin E. Miller, a photographer 
of this city, has completed an apparatus that 
promises to accomplish marvels in the photo- 
graphic world. The idea of taking negatives 
by means of a strong artificial light is not a 
new one, but its successful application has 
been beset with many difficulties. Miller 
some time ago conceived the idea of an ap- 
paratus whereby a beam of light six feet 
square can be thrown upon the object to be 
photographed. He constructed the machine 
with tix horizontal and parallel pipes, the 
ends of which.are connected and upon each 
pipe at a distance of one foot is placed an 
atmospheric burner, the whole covering 
an area of thirty-six square feet. Above 
each burner is pla a small pan, 
each of which contains a small 
bit of magnesium. Ordinary gas is used in 
the burners and when the subject has the 
proper position the magnesium is tipped into 
the different lights. simultaneously, instan- 
taneously causing a very bright flash of mag- 
nesium light and the picture is taken in one 
two-hundredth part of a second. The object 
of the machine is to render the photographer 
able to take a negative at night, and as a neg- 
ative can be taken so quickly there is u 
chance for any movement of the body 
to interfere. By this méthod a_ life-size 
picture can be taken instantaneously, where- 
as by the old method it required an exposure 
of forty seconds, Miller has tested his new 
machine with gratifying results and compe- 
tent judges, after a thorough examination, 
unite in pronouncing it a great in vention.

The champagne gra re not much larger 
than gooseberries a ed, white, and 
black, and of many varieties. N ot only are 
no atrictly imperfect berries used, but none 
that are not perfectly uniform in color, ripe- 
ness, and all other conditions. The cutting 
off of the grapes is followed by an assorting 
by an expert and then the fruit is placed in 
panniers on muzzled donkeys—just the slow. 
est and meekest little jacks in the world - and 
taken to the preasrooms, where they are put 
under an almost sacred squcezing process in 
layers by colors, six times. The first, which 
includes about one-fourth of the juice, is 
used for’ the private cuyée, as it 
is the cream. Ido more squeezes 
are then given and another fourth 
is extracted. Then more wer is ap- 
plied, and so on, until the final pressure, the 
outcome of which is designated as rebéche, 
which, as well as that from all the 
skins, is converted into brandy. How few 
bon vivants are aware of the .multipiivity of 
delicate, complicated, and scientific processes 
of converting the products of the vine into 
champagne as the 2 off their 
foaming goblets of Pommery and Louis 
Roederer. Thus, after pressing, the juice is 
put into barrels, where it commences to fer- 
ment in from ten to twelve hours, and where 
it is kept until the first fermentation ceases, 
say from six to sixteen weeks, according to 
the conditions of the climate of the country in 
which it is fermented. 


Blending, Corking, and Other Processes. 


Then follows the process of blending. This 
is the most artistic of all the processes of 
ehampagne making, and is superintended by 
the owner generally. In plain words, it is the 
mixing of the wines efter fermentation. All 
the famous brands, and particularly Clicquot, 
Delmonico, Monopole, Moet & Chandon, 
Mumm, Charles Gerard, Perrier-Jouett, and 
many others, are not only a blend of wines 
from red and white grapes of a single season, 
but the *“ choicest years are the results 
often of the biending of newer with older 
wines, The best Monopoles are blends of 
five wines, three new with two older. Clic 
quot, Gerard. Delmonico are 
made from six wines. Harassthy's best 

ipse is a blend of four new and 
one ol and one very much older. 
Moet & Chandon’s White Seal is the same. 

These blends are cailed cuvées, and are 
often unknown to the head celiarer in their 
entirety. If the owner securesa great wine 


‘like the Charies Gerard of 1890, the Moet 


and Chandon and Monopole of 1884 and 
1837, and the Perrier-J ouett of 1874—which 
was probably the finest dry champagne ever 
known—he keeps his secret well the blend 
is only known asa private cuvée. Mr. Har- 
aszthy’s splendid Eclipse of 1890-’91, which 
no American need be med of even if it 
didn’t come from France, was the result of 
Riesling, Berger, Gutedel, Muscatel, and 
Zinfandel, representing ten assortments. The 
writer was informed by Mr. Heidseick that 
his great Monopole of 1886 contained five 
varieties of grapes and nearly double that 
number of assortments, 

What the great charmpagne-maker strives 
for is a wine that shail possess body, bouquet, 
color, savor, saccharine: matter, and alcoholic 
strength, No one wine can furnish all these, 
and thus the blend. Sometimes the result is 
a deficiency of alcohol, a superabundance of 
sugar, a deposit of grease; a disease of the 
wine,” so-called, and sometimes a complete 
„breakdown. But if none of these disturb- 
ances appeur the mixtures are run into huge 
vats, — having a capacity of thousands 
of gations. hen the assimilation is perfect 
the botties—which must be capable of sus- 
taining a pressure of 20 atmospheres—are 
automatically filled by siphons placed over a 
float in front of the cuvée. 

Perpetuation of Exact Proportions. 


In the meantime there must have been a 
— of exact proportions of sugar, 
acid, and alcohol, and the bottles must have 
been so perfectly cleaned as to contain no 
speck of anything whatever, or the mouése 
(sparkle) may be too violent or even too 
gentle. It is at this juncture cf the general 
process when the second source of extreme 
anxiety—the blending being the _first—over- 
takes the champagne-maker, and greatest 
care must be exercised and the nicest wisdom 
and experience be. brought into play, for if 
the generation of carbonic acid gas is too 
powerfui every bottle will be broken, and if 
too gentle the wine will be flat. As it is, there 
is always from 10 to 12 per cent breakage 
and a corresponding loss of wine in France; 
in Cahfornia from 12 to 20 per cent, 

The next operation in that of tempora 
corking. These first corks are either tied wit 
twine or held in. with clips, in apartments 
where the temperature is about 80°, which is 
to keep the wine from colder or changeable 
air to induce secund fermentation, ufter 
which the bottles are taken down into a cellar 
of much lower temperature, where they are 
laid flat with their necks perceptibly elevated. 
In from seven to eight months the second fer- 
mentation has subsided, and the bottles are 
then placed in racks, necks downward, and 
turned quarter-way over daily for several 
months, or until the entire masque sediment, 
so-called, has collected, neat the necks, when 
the strings are cut and the bouchon Sore gs 
sediment (masque), and sometimes a sixth of 
the wine are biown out. This is called the 
„disgorgement.“ aud the men who perform 
this work are compelled to wear wire masks 
to protect their faces, as the operation is 
soinetimes n dangerous. As soon 
as this masque, which is used for making vine- 
gar, is liberated, each bottle is passed along 
to other workmen, who supply the deficiency 
created by the disgorgement.”’ 

These latter ‘workmen supply the deficiency 
by a liqueur com of white wine (or 
brandy or cham e) and rock candy (or 
loaf sugar), which have been thoroughly and 
artistically churned ng It is this 
liqueur that gives sparkling wines many of 
their characteristics—in brief, the greater the 
quantity of sirup the sweeter the champagne, 
or the lesser or thinner the r 
the dryer the champagne. All champagnes 
contain more or less sirup; for, without it, 
none would be fit to drink. Thus erer, 
which is a medium sweet, contains twice as 
much sirup as Mumm’s Extra Dry or Mono- 
pole. The English drink the dryest wines 
made and the Americans the next dryest. 

The next workmen drives in the final cork 
—all champagne corks are made in Spain— 
which he does with a machine of tremendous 
force. This done he passes the bottle to 
another, who ties it with two strings 
(generally), and who, in turn, passes it 
along to the man w wires it, Each 
bottie is tied and wired alike, the wire being 
a double one, ten inches long, twisted into a 
loop atone end. ung and labeling fol. 
low. Then the bottles are laid away for

it Is a Fortified City. 


Reims, a few miles from Epernay, is much 
more interesting even than the latter. ‘The 
distance between the two places makes a 
lovely morning walk. say from June to Octo. 
ber, with the music of birds, the fragrance of 
leaf and flower, and the activity of vineyard 
work all the way. Reims ie not only la ville 
du vin but it is a fortified city of 100.000 in- 
habitants, Epernay containing but 14,000 in 
1889 


The most extensive cellars at Reims are 
those of Pommery (another widow—lately 
deceased) & Grenv. These cellars are so con- 
structed as to let in great shafts of daylight, 
although electric lights and candies are 
brought into requisition at times. When I 
visited these cellars in 1887.89 Mme. Pom- 
mery paid a good deal of attention to the 
business of the firm and from the death of 
her husband up to her own death a few 
months ago was the nized head, 
She made ‘the tounds with her’ physi- 
cian every ‘morning, and not only looked 
after the sick, but made no deductions of 
wages in cases of sickaess. She allowed her 
employés (some 800 in all) all the red wine 


they could drink and a quart of champagne 
— 


„daily. There was never no drunkenness 
and sel om any sickness among Veuve Porn- 
mery's men and women. In 1889 this fam. 
ous concern had on hand 250,000 bottles of 
six-year-old wine, 6,000,000 of three-year-old, 
and nearly 8.000, 000 of one-yenr old. Good 
Pommery (sec) is sent tothe United States, 
but not much of the selectest vintages—Eng- 
land gets that. The Pommery of 1884 is the 
finest ever made and created a sensation, and 
M. Vasnier, the Superintendent, secured the 
Cross of the Legion of Honor, 

The completest cellars at Reims are those 
of the Heidsiécks, who seemed to have reached 
the top notch of champagne making when 
they gave to the world their famous dry Mon- 
opole. They employ 360 men and women. 
The cellars are subterranean parlors and 

inks of odoriferous cleanliness. These cel- 
ars are beautifully illuminated and contain 
many mechanical contrivances, the invention 
of the head cf the cellar. in makmg Mono- 
pole this firm uses for supplying the deficiency 
caused by disgorgement a syrup made of loaf 
sugar, rock candy, and an older champagne 
of good vintage. Perrier-J ouett, Delmonico, 
mat Extra Dry Mumm are treated in the same 


way. 

Rese of the wines named in the foregoing 
are ever adulterated or indifferently made. 
But there are off vmtages and often un- 
certain wines. These off vintages and un- 
certain wines are generally sold in France or 
sent to America. During the last two years 
much of the Roederer, Pommery, and quite 
too often’ all of the famous drys, including 
Monopole and Mumm. have come to us 
Americans as “uncertain.”” The Roederer 
wines became so famous twenty years ago 
and their sales were so great t for a time 
it became risky to indulge in them. At pres- 
ent. however, they are no more uncertain 
than many otbers. Mumm's extra dry has 
been worshiped and disdained at intervals a 
dozen times in thirty years. Veuve Clicquot 
is always safe to bet on. 


How to Treat Champagne. 


The consumption of champagne is greatly 
on the increase throughout the world, and 
very properly so, because it is a noble and 
ecstatic beverage. Drank sparingly, once in 
a while, it has a tendency to stimulate, ele- 
vate, and exhilarate. It should always be 
properly cooled—just above the freezing 
point—but never frappé; for to frappé a 
choice champagne is as wicked, gastro. 
nomically speaking, as itis ridiculous. It 
should be poured properly into a tall, thin, 
tapering glass, and be drauk—neither sipped 
nor gulped—as soon as gentcelly possible. The 
giass should be emptied at one drink, as 
champagne is the most evanescent of all 
wines, and every moment it reinains in the 
giass is a perishable one, as evaporation of 
flavor and evanescence of fragrance set in 
the moment the delectable nectar leaves the 
bottle. There is no breach of manners in 
this, and therefore there should be no embar- 
rassment, even ata dinner attended by ele- 
— people, as by a gentle movement of the 

and the entertainer or serving person is ** 
naled not to immediately refill the glass. In 
partaking of champagne elsewhere than at 
lunch or dinner a small sandwich or bit 
of cracker should be taken as an accom- 
paniment, and the palate and stomach 
could they speak would express their thank- 
fulness therefor. By drinking slowly (not 
exactly sipping) and nibbling a cracker or 
piece of bread the external odor is of much 
mcre importance, as the fragrance enjoyed 
by exhaling through the nose (unconsciously ) 
makes more luscious and fascinating the 
bouquet. As to a 993822 cocktail on 
occasions, mornings or before meals, one 
single drop of bitters (Angostura preferred), 
one single twist of a elice of lemon 
(and positively no sugar), grab the * 
quickly and gulp down. There is one other 

about champagne drinking that every 
agen should invariably carry out—and that 

s never to drink another swallow after 
he has had enough. To drink more 
than you want is to spoil all the 
delicious effects, insult the stomach and 
ite contents, and to produce a feverish palate 
and a heavy head. It must be borne in mind, 
aiso, that champagne carries a yood percent- 
age of alcohol, which reminds the writer of 
that highly instructive and felicitous parallel 
said to have been made by Canon Maucroix of 
Reims, who died in 1708: In the wine of 
Burgundy there is more strength and vigor; 
it does not play with its man so much; it over- 
throws him more suddenly—that is De. 
mosthenes. The wine of Champagne is subtier 
and more delicate; it amuses him, and for a 
longer time; but in the end it does not» pro- 
duce less effect that is Cicero.

Industrial Prosperity of a Thriving Suburb 
Crushed to the Ground by the Acts of 
- the Ex-Dictator — Thousands of Men 
Throw Out of Employment and Thou- 
Sands of Doailars Lost Every Wee 
Just Recovering from the Long Shat 
Down the Men Are Prostrated Again. 
One of the most deplorable results in Chi- 
cago of the late lamented Debs boycott is the 
blow struck at the industrial prosperity of 
South Chicago by the enforced shutting down 
of the Illinois Steel company’s big works 
there. That the blow was a severe one can 
well be judged by the fact that the closing of 


the mill threw 3,000 men idle and caused” 


a loss of $6,000 a day to South Chicago. 
The workmen are still idle and the $6,000 a 
day loss is still piling up, while the worst 
feature of the situation. is the uncertainty as 
to when the works will start up again, for not 
even the officials there can tell anything about 
this. It isa sad blow to South Chicago, and 
is felt all the more by reason of the fact that 
the steel works only recently resumed opera- 
tions after being shut down for seven months. 
The men who work in the mill and have fami- 
lies depending upon them for support do not, 
therefore, bear kindly feelings towards ex- 
Dictator Debs and his senseless boycott, and 
many of them are not slow in giving vent to 
their condemnation of the man who, without 
a shadow of excuse, ruthlessly deprived them 
of employment and took the bread from the 
mouths of themselves and families. 

South Chicago is made up of an industrial 
community. The people of the place are de- 
pendent, to a large extent, on the Illinois 
steel works. When the big mill is running it 
furnishes employment for thousands of work- 
men and prosperity reigns; when it shuts 
down the reverse is the case, and work- 
men and business of all kinds suffer. 
The latter is the condition of affairs 
there now. For 
Chicago has hada hard time of it. First 
came the big fire of Aug. 24, when hundreds 
of houses were burned, most of them the 
homes of workingmen. Then came the shut- 
down of the steel works and the other indus- 
tries ot the place on account of the financial 
depression and tariff agitation, throwing sev- 
eral thousand men out of work. A long winter 
of . and suffering for these followed. 
during which time the town was in a paralyzed 
condition, a large proportion of the peopl 
béing dependent upon the noble charity dis- 
pensed by two hardworking and tireless relief 
societies that let no one in South Chicago suf- 
fer for food or clothing that could be reached. 


Take a Better Turn. 


Finally, in the latter part of April, things 
took a turn for the better. Induatry 5 
small mills and workshops started up; the 
welcome smoke began issuing from the stacks 
and chimneys of the Illinois Steel company’s 
works; the mill at last started up in all de- 
partments once more, and there was work and 
wages for the thousands who had been in idle- 
ness for months. Prosperity had returned to 
South Chicago, with every evidence of its con- 
tinumg for some time to come, consequently 
every one, workm:!1 and business-men, hus- 
band and wife and children, was happy. A 
full wonth'n wages were drawn by the men in 
thee mill, the first in eight mo: ths, but before 
the time came aroun for «chem to receive 
another month’s wages the baleful shadow 
of Debsism was cast upon South Chicago 
and its industries and the short-lived 
prosperity was at an end. At a 
word from Debs it was at an end. Yesterday 
wus pay day at the mill and close onto $180,- 
000 was paid out to the men. It was the sec- 
ond month’s full wages they had drawn since 
last summer. When they will get another is 
not known. If the mill should start up again 
Aug. 1, as it is said by some it will, the work- 
men will have to wait until the middle of Sep- 
tem ber for another month’s wages. 

It is no fault of the men at the Illinois 
Steel company’s South Chicago works that 
hee are idle.

Plate Mill Shuts Down. 

Even the bricklayers, carpenters, and ma- 
chinists at work on the new plate mill that is 
being erected had to quit. This plate mill is 
a new addition to the works and when finished 
will give employment to 1,500 additioral 
men. It was being hurried forward 
to completion so as to be put 
into operation at an early date, but ita com- 
pletion has been retarded by Debs, ana the 
1,500 men who expected to find work there 
soon will have to wait some time longer. 

The South Chicago plant is engaged solely 
in the manufacture of steel rails, No one 
seems to know when work will be resumed, 
There is mo particular demand for rails. 
The company had few orders on hand, 
and it was principally to furnish the men 
work that the mill was run. It may be some 
time before it is started up again, although 
the men are hopeful operations will be re- 
sumed by Aug. 1. Two of the blast furnaces 
have been blown in. 

While it is estimated that 18,000 souls are 
directly dependent upon this big mill, and 
whose existence in fact is wrap up in it, 
every man, woman, and child in South Chica- 
go is more or less affected by its closmg down, 
as it takes $6.000 a day out of the place; so 
the blow deait this great industry by Debs has 
fallen with crushing force on the people of 
South Chicago. 

But this is not all the evil that has been 
visited upon South Chicago by Debs. The 
Standard oil works at Whiting, Ind., were 
closed down on Debs’ order to tie them up, 
and 1,000 men were thereby thrown out of 
work. Most of these are South Chicago peo- 
ple, who are suffering with the rest ot Debs’ 
victims theré. 

The industrial paralysis inflicted on South 
Chicago by the strike orders of Debs recalls 
to the people of that place another ruinous 
strike there a few years ago that proved dis- 
astrous to the men engaged in it, and to 
South Chicago as well, as it drove 
from there one of the most prosperous 
industries that Chicago suburb ever had. 
The strike referred to occurred at the big nail 
works that were once in operation at Irondale. 
Twelve hundred men were employed at the 
plant and they all made big wages, many of 
the more expert nailers earning as high as 
817 and $18 a day, while the poorest work- 
men averaged $80 and $90 pay every two 


weeks,

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LASKER AND STEINITZ COMPARED. 
An English Opinion of the Relative Merits 

of the Twe Chess Masters. fs 

London Chesa Monthly: Having promised 
to give our opinion about the match, we are 
reluctantly compelled to do so; we would 
rather have abstained altogether. Lasker is 
the victor, and he is entitled to the champidn- 
ship thus acquired. Nothing succeeds like 
success. But he has not risen in our esti- 
mation as a player in spite of his victory. On 
the contrafy, we come to the conclusion that 
with such a repertory—viz,: the Ruy 
Lopez and the P to Q 4 openmg—to set 
out to conquer the champion of the worid. is 
simply Quixotic. Has ne shown any origin- 
ality in any of the games? All fe has done is 
that he has play 
rectly (in some cases not even that—namely: 
efense of the first Giuocn Piano 
the attack of the same opening in the seven- 
teenth game), Assuming, therefore, that his 
opponent would have confined himself toa 
similar policy, is it conceivable that he would 
have lost the match? Is there a single 
instance in any of the games where 
it could be said that Lasker de- 
feated Steinitz by superior combinations? 
Not one! It is always Steinitz himselt who 
caused his defeat by the adoption of unsound 
openings, and, in some instances, even by 
the disregard of elementary principles, [If 
Mr. Steinitz is reckless enough to jeopardize 
his lifelong reputation it is his own concern; 
but we take it that it was his duty to safeguard 
he interests of his supporters and to justify 
their confidence otherwise than by indulging 
fads and fancies on such an important occa- 
sion. Handicapped as he was with age 
and physical intirmities at starting, he 
need not have played into the ~ 
of his astute opponent by giving 
him the additional advautuge of hie idiotic 
Ruy Lopez defense, and the compromiem 
variations in the Queen's Pawn openings. It 
is a matter of congratulation that he did not 
try hishand at his famous defense of the 
Evans, his Two Knights’ defense, and the 
Steinitz Gambit. It was Mr. Steinitz’s duty 
to start with the Queen’s Pawn openings, to 
play them correctiy, and then, if score 
justified it, he might have induiged his 

nks, just as he did with Zukertort, when 

e had him quite at his mercy, by finishing 
the match with a Steinitz Gambit. 

Our candid opinion is that Lasker could 
not have stood up, as yet, against the victor 
of Anderssen and Zukertort. There is no 
doubt that Steinitz has fallen off, and we 
make bold to say that his play of today 
brings him down to the level of mediocrity 
and that Steinitz was defeated by Lasker, but 
not the Steinitz. It cannot be said that 
we did not fully recognize Lasker’s talent, 
We spotted him when, a mere youth. he 

ained his mastership at Bresiau in 1889. 

nly a few months later, in April, 1890, we 
published his portrait, biography, and a selec- 
tion of his gamesin the Chess Monthly, a 
distinction which we felt was beyond his then 
merit, and we concluded his biography with the 
following apology: Herr Lasker’s record 
of success, creditable as it is, would not en- 
title him to figure in Our Portrait Gallery 
yet, but we honor him witha place amongst 
our eminent men, not for what he has 
achieved hitherto, but for what we expect him 
to do in future.” But in spite of all Lasker 
is not our ideal of a tirst-class player. For- 
merly he would have disappeared in the 
crowd, Is it possible to imagine that with his 
repertory he could have successfully met 
Morphy, Koliseh, Auderssen, or Zukertort? 
The great masters have gone, others have 
grown old, and our time is anything but pro- 
lille in men hors ligne. If it were not for 
Tarrasch and Tschigorin, and perhaps Wal- 
brodt, Lasker would stand isolated. 

Our strictures will probably be considered 
severe in some quarters, but we feel confident 
that those who know Steinitz’s games of for- 
mer years, Zukertort's games of the London 
tournament of 1883, will indorse the justice 
of our remarks. Some of the columns of the 
London press conveyed the erroneous im- 
pression that the games were of- high order. 
As a case in point Lasker's brilliancy in the 
fourth game—brilliancy engendered by a 
blunder—was not even understood to have 
been a desperate effort on the part of Las-

BLOODY WORK ON ASHLAND AVENUE 
BT A MAN WITH A KNIFE 


Quarrel Growing Out of the Strike Is Re- 
newed Over a Pali of Beer and Results 
in a Serious Affray in the Stock-Yards 
DistricteLittle Charlie Reid Missing 
Since June 28<Twa Detectives Charged 


with Grutality—Big Crow Visits Lin- 


coln Park<—Other Local News, 


A fierce fight, in which a Half dozen men 
were wounded, took place yesterday’ after- 
noon on Ashland avenue, where it skirts the 
Stock-Yards and runs through a district 
known in that neighborhood as Back of the 
Dumps.” Following is a list of the wounded:

Several of the wounded are dangerously 
cut, but death will not result from the knife 
wounds. The men are all Austrians, and 
with the exception of George Felanka live at 
No, 4224 Ashland avenue. Felanka lives at 
No, 4236 Ashland avenue, Not one of the 
men can speak English. They all work in the 
packing-houses, and that fact was one of the 
prime causes of the bloody affray, though 
through interpreters they furnished the police 
with an entirely different story. 

According to this they were in the yard in 
the rear of No. 4224 Ashland avenue, drink- 
ing beer. They had been drinking nearly all 
day and all were in a quarrélsome mood. 
Finally it came George Felanka’s turn to get 
the beer. He went to a neighboring saloon 
and was returning when he encountered George 
Mogaski. The latter seized the pail of 
beer and tried to take it away from Felanka, 
but the latter resisted, This angered Mogaski, 
who struck Felanka. The latter struck 
Mogaski and both men and the beer went to 
the ground together. Mogaski drew a 
butcher-knife, ‘ first thrust cut Felanka’s 
left arm to the bone, while the second struck 
him in the abdomen. Then, as Felanka 
started to run away, Mogaski cut him again, 
this time in the thigh, making an incision 
that ‘reached the bone and was fully a foot 
and a half long. 

From a short distance Stanislaus Weozka 
and Andreas Pouiak had watched the excoun- 
ter, and when they saw the knife in Mogaski’s 
hand they went to Felanka’s.assistance. Mo 
age started to meet them. Hestruck Weoz- 

a near the left ear, cutting a gash to the 
mouth. He then turned his attention to Po. 
niak, knocking him down and giving him an 
ugly gash in the head. His thirst for blood 
seemed now awakened. In one corner of the 
yard stood Frank Casprak and George Fullum. 
They say they were gathering wood when Mo- 
gaski assaulted them. Both tried to escape, 
but Casprak received a bad gush on his head 
and Fullum was cut slightiy in the back of 
the head. Mogaski then hastily entered his 
house, and throwing away the knife with 
which he did the bloody work took off his 
clothes and calmly went to bed. 

Some one had called the patrol wagon and 
ambulance. They reached the scene just as 
Mogaski retired. A detail of men under 
Lieut. Keliher forced open his bedroon door 
and put him under arrest. At first he was in- 
dignant at being awakened. He refused to 
accompany the police, and it took the united 


efforts of three men to subdue him. At the 


police station he refused to say anything. 

In the pack yard Capt. O’Neii found five 
men lying about, They ‘were loaded into the 
ambulance and patrol wagons and taken to 
the police station where, after the dangerous- 
ly wounded had been attended to, they were 
removed to the County Hospital and the rest 
were placed under arrest. 

People in the neighborhood refuse to be- 
lieve the affray grew out of a pail of beer. 
Several of them say M ki is, or was, a 
striking butcher and that he returned to work. 
Half filled with beer, his companions taunted 
and finally assaulted him. 


WHERE IS LITTLE CHARLIE REID? 


He Disappeared Mysteriously in the Lat- 
ter Part of Jane. 

Charlie Reid, 10 years oid, has been miss. 
ing from his home, No. 1037 West Superior 
street, since June 28. In spite of diligent in- 
quiry and search not the slightest clew has 
been discovered that would lead to a knowl- 
edge of his whereabouts.

Mr.. Reid said: “There was no reason 
why Charlie should run away and I can’t un- 
derstand uis disappearance. There is no 
water in the neighborhood deep enough for 
him todrownin. The ground around there 
is open prairie and it is singular where he 
could have gone in so shortatime. I wish I 
knew whether he were dead or alive. This 
suspense is terrible. Charlie was 10 years 
old, 4 feet in height, and of fair complexion. 
The day he disappeared he was dressed in blue 
knee pants, pink and white waist, black Stan- 
ley cap with peak, black stockings, dnd lace 
shoes pretty well worn.“

WALL STREET MEN HOFER FOR THE 
DEFEAT OF SUGAR SOHEDULES. 


Every Other Topic Falle Before the Dis- 
eussion of What Congress Will Doe 
President's Letter Commended=Profes- 
sionals Only Operate Now, and They 
Find It Hard to Tarn Their Efforts to 
Account- Gold Shipments and Dullness 
of Trade fail to Alarm Any One. 

New Yor, July 21.—([Special.j—It was 

“ tariff” first, last. and all the time during the 


week just closed. Nothing else was thought 
of or talked about by brokers and their cus- 


‘tomers, and the settlement of the strike out 


West paled into insignificance before the 
gloom caused by the prospect of an intermin- 
able discussion of the tariff. President Cleve- 
land’s letter to Chairman Wilson met with al- 
most universal approval, and Democrats as 
well as many leading Republicans on the 
street alike commended the sentiments con- 
tained therein. The sugar trust has made it- 
self so obnoxious and the efforts of the three 
marked Senators (as they are now called) 
to give the trust all it wants are so trans. 
parent that its ultimate defeat is devoutly 
wished for regardless of the effect which this 


might have on speculation. 

Rather than have a bull campaign based on 
concessions to the sugar people a great many 
prefer duliness if this is to follow their de- 
feat. As the outcome of legislation is 
shrouded in the deepest mystery it is no won- 
der that the market is left to the profession- 
als and they find it difficult to turn their op- 
erations to good account. Ina word it is a 
sort of dog eat dog uffair without any tangl- 
ble ground for improvement until Congress 
does the right thing. 

At the sume time neither poor railway 
earnings, dullness of trade, nor gold exports 
alarm anyone. The bears have repeatedly 
tried to break the market, only to find that in- 
vestors are stubborn and refuse to part with 
their holdings. The outcome of all the raids 
made lately has been a dull spell followed by, 
a rally which entailed losses upon those who 
went short. While theapathy 1s to be de- 
plored the fact that so much confidence is 
felt as to the future is a matter of congratu- 
lation. It shows an abiding faith in the re- 

cuperative ability of the country despite the 
serious drawbacks encountered for a twelve- 
month, ) 

Gold Shipments Do Not Hurt It. 


Exactly how badly off the street really is 
for material upon which to predict market 
movements was shown last week when certain 
speculators and their mouthpieces in the 
press struggied frantically to raise some ex- 
citement on the export of $3,000,000 gold to 
Europe. Labored articles were written on 
the subject, all with the idea of fostering an 
impression that the country was in imminent 
danger of another big drain on its stock of 
yellow metal, so that timid persons would 
sell out their securities. The bearish argu- 
ments, however, fell upon deaf ears, mainly 
for the reason that they were advanced by 
novices, and were inspired by those having 
interests to solve in the market. 

Exchange houses and others having a 
thorough acquaintance with financia! condi- 
tions abroad, while deprecating the ignorance 
of these self-constituted authorities, did not 
consider the matter of sufficient importance 
to discuss it seriously. The fact is that as 
soon as Congress renders its verdict on the 
tariff business will improve and the balance of 
trade already in our favor will speedily assume 
larger proportions, with the result of a decline 
in the foreign exchanges which will put an 
end to the efflux of gold. 

Moreover, as soon as trade revives increased 
activity will ensue, thus removing another im- 
portant factor which has operated to send gold 
out of the country. Probably not a dollar 
would have been shipped last week but for 
the fear of a prolonged discugsion of the 
tariff, which made bankers timid about selling. 
b. Ils, with the idea of covering later in the 
season when exchange will be made in large 
quantities against exports of this year’s prod- 
uct. It is to be said that the movement of 
the yellow metal was regarded with perfect 
equanimity, and if more should go out next 
week it is doubtful whether securities would 
be affected, 


General Business Is Improving. 


It is gratifying to be able to ‘report an im- 
proved feeling in up-town business circles, 
due to the demand for the merchandise from 
various sections where stocks of goods have 
been depleted. Thestatements made by lead- 
ing houses in the Gry goods district render it 
almost certain that a settlement of the tariff 
would start up a lively demand. Another 
matter which must have a telling in- 
fluence in the long run is the active 
work in progress towards the rehabil- 
itation of bankrupt properties. 
measures adopted by the various reorganiza- 
tion committees are of a radical nature, and, 
while security holders will necessurily have to 
make sacrifices for thejcommon good, it is 
fair to assume that in the end all railway 
properties will be benefited. The scaling 
down process seems al host cruel, but where 
properties are overcapitalized there is but one 
remedy—namely: to get fixed obligations 
within limits where the companies will be 
able to meet them, even should another 
period of extraordinary depression overtake 
the transportation interests in the future, 

The fact that powerful syndicates have con- 
sented to undertake the work of reorganiza- 
tion and are willing to advance the millions of 
money needed to place the roads on a sound 
financial footing ig of itself sufficient to show 
that the shrewdest financiers look to the fut- 
ure with a good deal of confidence. If they 
were inclined to be pessimistic they would 
not be so quick to come forward with their 
money and credit, to say nothing of the time 
expended in work of this kind. 

The more the committees insist on reorgan- 
izimg roads on a hard-pan basis the greater. 
will be the safety of all security holders, 
whether they happen to have bonds or stocks. 
If, for instance, the Atchison people are dis- 
appointed over the discovery of the payment 
of several millions of dollars in rebates to 
shippers no one will blame them for demand- 
ing further concessions from holders of the 
bonds and stock in order to put the property 
in a position where nothing can harm it. So 
long as there is probing to be done it is bet- 
ter that the knife cut deep at once. If this 
policy is pursued the recovery will be all the 
more rapid when the trade and industries of 
the country once more get back to a normal 
condition.

POPULISTS IN KANSAS PROTECTING 
.  ‘THE-LOTTERIES 


The State Administration Said to Be Shar- 
ing in the Boodle Made by Kansas 
City Concerns=James F. Legate and 
Mrs, Lease Make Damaging Disclosures 
Gov. Lewelling’s Private Secretary 
Placed in an Unenviable Position 
Senator Taylor’s mae Not Denied. 

Torzxa, Kas., July 21.—(Special Corre- 
spondence. ]—The tne lottery and policy- 
shop business that has been built up at Kan- 
sas City, Kas., will in all probability cut an 
important part in the present campaign in 
this State. Before the canvass has been ad- 


vanced very far it is expected that some start- 
ling Slakioouree Witt be made in connection 


with it which will show that the Populist 


State anc: locel officials permis the business te : 


be conducted with their protectior, and that 
they share largely in the enormous profits. 

The Populist administration of the affairs 
of the State of Kansas had not progressed 
far in its erratic course when rumors were 
circulated that the lottery men had paid a 
good round sum to representatives of Gov. 
Lewelling for the appointment of a Board 
of Police Commissioners at Kansas City that 
would not interfere with their business. 
These rumors finally took such definite form 
that a local paper came out boidly and made 
the charge direct against the Attorney-Gen- 
eral and the private secretary of Gov. Lewell- 
ing. The legislature had not yet afljohrned 
and the Senate ordered an investigation. A 
horde of witnesses was summoned and the 
investigation was commenced. | 

) Boodle Is Paid. 

While po evidence was produced incrim- 
inating anyone directly connected with the 
administration it was shown that the sum of 
$4,500 had been paid by Peter Kline, the 
leading lettery operator, to James F. Legate, 
a prominent Populist who had taken an act- 
ive part in the campaign. Legate himself 
went on the stand and admitted that he had 
received the money and that it was to be used 
by him in lobbying against threatened anti- 
lottery legislation. Beyond this fact his 
memory failed him and he could not remem- 
ber what he did with the money or to whom 
he paid any portion of it. It wasalso shown 
in the investigation that Fred J. Close, Gov, 
Lewelling’s private secretary, had paid a 
visit to Kline in his room at a hotel in To- 
peka, but no witnesses could be found to tes- 
tify in regard to the interview. As a cesult

to do it. 

Taylor’s Sensational Declarations. 


Senator Edwin Tuylor of Wyandotte Coun- 
ty, a Populist who defeated Senator Buchan 
two years ago and who will bein the Senate 
at the coming session, has from the first 
_ pledged himself to drive the lottery business 

out of his county and theState. In the Legis- 
_ lature two years ago he introduced an anti- 
lotter} and an anti-gambiing biilin the Sen- 
> ate and it passed that body, but was amended 

in the House at such a late date that it died 
with the session. Taylorina recent speech 
declared that he was convinced that the lot- 
teries operated on the State line were under 
the protection of Gov. Lewelling. He said 
that whien this charge was made curly in the 
administration that he defended the Gover- 
nor against it, but that since that time he had 
seen enough evidence to convince him that it 
was well founded. Certain it is that only the 
most feeble pretenses of prosecution of lot- 
tery men have been made by the Populist 
officials and they have fallen on the most 
flimsy pretexts. 

The lottery business runs riot in Kansas 
City, Kas., and seems to have complete con- 
troi of that municipality. Its influence is felt 
in every election and city officers are openiy 
el with being its paid servants, The 
lotteries ve peer very profitable to their

DR. STRYKER IN HIS OLD PULPIT. 


Preaches on Law and Liberty at the Fourth 
Presbyterian Church. 

Dr. M. W. Stryker, President of Hamilton 
College, New York, availed himself yesterday 
of the opportunity made by the absence of 
the pastor of the Fourth Presbyterian Church 
on his snmmer vacation to renew his old and 
cordial relations with the members of the 
church with which he had been associated for 
eight years prior to his acceptance of his 
present position, He presided at the services 
both morning and evening, and will do so also 
next Sunday. Crowds of personal friends 
thronged forward to welcome their old pastor 
at the close of the services, and whether his 
time in Chicago be long or short it will not 
hang heavy on his — 3 nor will he have 
altogether free choice in the disposal of it. 

Dr. Stryker’s morning sermoa was an able 
discourse upon the basis of law, the nature of 
divine as compared with human law, and the 
relation between law, liberty, love, and life.

The Rev. W. B. Leach Preaches Upon the 

Quelling of the Riot. 

The Rev. W. B. Leach preached a vigorous 
sermon last night at St. Paul’s Methodist 
Episcopal Church on the subject of the- recent 
disorders and the lessons suggested by them. 
The title of his sermon was The Soldiers in 
Chicago,” and the spectacle of hardy and un- 
complaining endurance of all they had to go 
through in the performance of * duties 
wos warmly commended. Against pfrovoca- 
tion of the grossest kind they had kept stead- 
fastly to the strict line marked, out 
for them and had accom plished 
their urpose successfully, which 
was to uphold the Stars and Stripes and quell 
the disorders fomented among the unassim- 
ilated foreign element by designing agitators. 
The preacher denounced the law-breakers hot- 
ly, but claimed that not 10 per cent of them 
were speakers of the English language. From 
the disorders in themselves he went on to the 
evils of the city, which are a much greater 
cause of misery and trouble than any differ- 
ences between capital and labor, and declared 
that something of the intrepid and enduring 
spirit of the soldier who followed the pa- 
tional flag was needed in the Christian sol- 
dier who wished to make successful war 
against the saloon and kindred evils.

WAR ON ROCK ISLAND. 


OKLAHOMA PEOPLE THREATEN TO 


BLOW UP ITS TRAINS. 


— b — 


Residents of the Towns Located by the 

Government Enraged Because Their 
Cities Are Given the Go By=Troops 
Win Escort Trains Past Danger Points, 
bat This May Not Deter the Hotheaded 
Ones from Carrying Out Their Threats 
Causes of the Trouble. 

Wicenrra, Kas., July 22.—(Special.]—While 
things at South Enid and Bound Pond, O. T., 
have been comparatively quiet today in that 
no open attack has been attempted on the 
Rock Island railroad, it is evident to Gery 
one that itis only a calm before a storm 
that will break before long. The citizens 
assert their determination to enforce the city 
ordinances, which provide that trains must 
stop at certain points in the cities named, 
with dynamite if necessary, and the Rock Isi- 
and officials as vehemently declare their 
trains willnotstop. No passenger trains pass 
the towns Sunday until midnight, and the in- 
dications are that the cities will wait until to- 
morrow to make the attempt to enforce their 


laws. 

Tonight sixty United States soldiers passed 
through here from Fort Leavenworth en 
route to Enid to convey the trains safely past 
the points of danger. They will then rein- 
force the troops already stationed at the 
scene of war. 

The people of the government town sites are 
desperate. Many of them have their all in- 
vested and they will not submit to being 
crushed out without.a fierce struggle. It is 
not a spirit of lawlessness which actustes 
these people, but they have been forced to 
conclpsion that they have exhausted every 
peaceable means to secure what they con- 
ceive to be their rights and they are so thor. 
oughly convinced their demands on the Rock 
Island are just that they believe themselves 
justified in resorting to any means to accom- 
plish the defeat of the corporation. 


Origin of the Trouble. 


The whole of the zrouble can be traced to 
the location of town sites in the Cherokee 
Strip by the Interior Department. When the 
bili for the opening of the Strip passed some 
sixty-odd quarter sections of land were re- 
served for Indian allotments. cape allot- 
ments were not selected till afterthe town 
sites were established, and then came the 
scheming which is at the bottom of all this 
warfare. The Indians were . by 
lawyers and politicians of rokee Na- 
tion, who are in touch with * railway cor- 
porations, with the result that all the lands 
abutting the government town sites were 
taken up as allotments. It has been charged 
that alloting agents, local Rock Island of- 
ficers and land Agents, and many minor gov- 
ernment officials were in collusion in this 
deal. However,.the authorities in Washing- 
ton finally got wind of the intrigues and con- 
cluded to circumvent the speculators by 
changing thé locations of the town sites. 

According to the original plans the county 
seat of L' County was located at the ld 
Pond Creek ranch, where also the railroad 
station had been established a few years be- 
fore. When the change was made the county 
seat was located four miles farther south and 
was name Round Pond. Similar conditions 
existed at Enid station and the government 
town-site was located three miles farther 
south. This, now known as South Enid, was 
established as the county seat of 0 
County and the seat of one of the land offices. 
Postoffices were located in both places which 
in this way were not only. established but 
recognized by the government as the regular 
town sites. 

Taken to Railroad Towns. 


Sept. 16, 1893, when the Outiet was 
opened, the run was made into the Strip from 
every side, the majority of the people aiming 
for the government town sites. A majority 
of those in the run went in on trains, 
The Rock Island train north-bound from Hen- 
nessey did not stop at the government town 
site of South Enid, but took the people to 
Enid station, where officers of the railroad 
company had established a town site on the 
Indian allotment, S secured by pur- 
chase from the Indians, to whom the land was 
aliotted under the bill. The train that went 
in from Caldwell southward sto at Pond 
Creek station, where officers of Rock Isi- 
and had established a town site under the 
same circumstances, and did not stop at the 
government town site at Round Pond, as was 
expected. Both the government town sites 
were, however, settled by a great majority of 
the people who wanted lots. 

Since then the Kock Island company has ig- 
nored the government town sites and has 
steadily refused to stop trains there, establish 
stations, or in any way contribute accommo- 
dations that would enhance their business in- 
terests. Fora long time the government re- 
fused to give the towns established by the 
railway officers any postal accommodations, 
but finally a postoffice was established at 
Pond Creek station under the title of Jeffer- 
son and at North Enid under the title of Enid 
Station. This makes matters a little compli- 
cated to those not acquainted with 
the places and conditions; the town 
site of Pond Creek is known as Jef- 
ferson by the postal authorities and 
the town site cf Round Pond is known as the 
Pond Creek Postoffice. In other words Round 
Pond is Pond Creek and Pond Creek is Jef- 
ferson; Round Pond is the government town 
site and county seat, and South Enid, as dis- 
tinguished from Enid Station, is the govern. 
ment town site, county seat, and land office. 


Offers of Compromise Rejected, 


When the people of the official town sites, 
numbering as they do three to five times as 
many as inhabit the Rock Island towns, real. 
ized that they were in a game of freeze-out 
they first attempted to compromise with the 
railroad company, and each town offered the 
road money sufficient to build its depot and 
sidetracks, hut the town site speculators al- 
ways interposed and no arrangements could 
be effected. 

The aid of Congress was next invoked and 
the Lower House passed a bill to compel the 
Rock Island to stop its trains. but the Senate 
threw it out. The Supreme Court of the Ter- 
ritory was then asked to mandamus the road, 
but after a long siege this tribunal decided 
that it was a question that must be tried be- 
fore a jury and as there is no provision in the 
law tor a Supreme Court jury the people 
found themselves cut off from relief in that 
direction. Driven to desperation by the anap- 
ping of this last cable to which they had at- 
tached their faith, the more hot-headed 
of the communities of Round Pond and 
South Enid the night following the ruling 
of the Supreme Court commenced the 
series of assaults on the property of the rail-

UNPROTECTED GIRLS IN CENTRAL CHINA 


An Englishman Criticises the Course of an 
American in Sending Out Missionaries. 
New Lonx, July 22.—(Special.}|—A letter 

from London to the World gives an interest- 


ing and surprising statement made by Mr. 


George Littledale, a famous traveler and con- 
tributor to the National Museum at South 
Kensington, regarging a discovery he made in 
the course of his recent adventurous travels in 
China, when he came upon a colony of twenty 
Swedish girls and women at a town about 
fourteen days’ travel from Pekin, who had 
been sent out by the Rev. A. B. Simpson of 
this city. Mr. Littledale said: 

These poor ladies had been 1 to ma 
insults on their way up country and to daily re- — 
marks ia the streets, and one Hae « to think 
what may be their fa te.
